Hay Fever 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Very often the patient with hay fever can 
tell ahead of time almost to the day when the 
attacks will start. Hay fever is largely season- 
al in nature and most of the attacks develop 
during fall. However, this 
rule is not always true, since in some cases the 
attacks come on throughout 
the entire year. 

While hay fever is not in- 
herited, the tendency to the 
disorder may be, and thus 
when both parents are hay 
fever victims, the children 
are likely to suffer in the 
same way. It has been point- 
ed out that hay fever might 
be controlled through pre- 
venting the marriage of indi- 
viduals susceptible to the

Suggestion realizes that very few hay fever 
patients were willing to follow his advice and 
not get married. 

Some of the common names for hay fever 
are asthma, summer catarrh and rose fever. 
The symptoms of hay fever resemble those of 
the common cold. The eyes become red, the 
nose feels dull, and the patient develops an 
intense itching of the nose and eyes. He has 
violent fits of sudden sneezing. Due to the 
copious discharge of mucus from the nose, he 
spends a great deal of time using a handker- 
chief. 

For centuries the cause of the return of the 
hay fever attacks was not understood. How- 
ever, in 1819 Bostock began to study the sub- 
ject and soon after 1856 it had been proven the 
pollen from hay had the power to induce the 
attacks. Later on the pollen from golden rod, 
rag weed, roses, etc. and such substances a$ 
fur, feathers, orris root in face powder and 
many ‘others, were found to provoke the at- 
tacks when breathed by susceptible individuals. 
Finally, the explanation was arrived at that 
the reason these substances cause hay fever in 
one person and not in another is because some 
individuals are allergic, that is, they have de- 
veloped an abnormal sensitiveness to certain 
substances. A person who is allergic has only 
to breathe in the offending substance and he 
then suffers a typical attack, while an ordinary 
individual who is not hyper-sensitive to the 
substance, suffers no hay fever symptoms. 

The first treatment consisted in having the 
patient avoid as far as possible any contact 
with the irritating substance. During the season 
when pollen from rag weed, certain grasses, 
and hay were present in the air being carried 
by wind, these patients were sent on long sea 
voyages or on journeys to parts of the country 
where the particular type of pollen which 
affected them, was not prevalent. This method 
of treatment is rather expensive and often fails 
because the patient may not be able to altg- 
gether avoid the irritating substance as for 
example, if he reacts to face powder. or to fur. 

Another method of treatment consists of 
building up the patient's tolerance by treating 
him with a very limited amount of the irri- 
tant which is gradually increased. It is diffi- 
cult to obtain entire success by this method, 
especially in cases where the patient is sen- 
sitive to a number of different substances. 

In seeking relief from hay fever, the essen- 
tial point is to overcome the patient’s tendency 
toward an abnormal reaction’ and to return him 
to the state of immunity enjoyed by others. 
I feel sure that the important point is not so 
much to keep the patient away from the pollen 
or other substances which he is sensitive, as 
it is to remove as far as possible the underlying 
systemic cause which makes the substance irri- 
tating to him. Working along this line, I have 
been able to secure successful results through 
treatment. 

Now that the summer hay fever season is 
starting, I have had a new article on hay fever 
mimeographed which I will be glad to send you. 
This will provide you with suggestions which 
should prove helpful in preventing future at- 
tacks.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1745, 190 years 
ago, the French garrison at 
Louisbourg surrendered toa force 
of New England farmers and 


sailors. 

For years there had been con- 
flict on sea between French and 
New England privateers, each 
seizing many vessels and making 
the prize money something worth 
having, especially to the thrifty 
men of Massachusetts and Maine, 
Consequently these men welcom- 
ed declaration of war between 
Britain and France in 1744 and 
it. was not long before an ex- 
pedition left Boston, under Wil- 
liam Pepperell to endeavor to 
take Louisbourg, the base of all 
French privateers. It was a dar- 
ing enterprise. The great fort- 
ress was strongly garrisoned; it 
was believed to have great can- 
non and much munitions, while 
its stores of goods taken at sea 
would make it a mighty prize. 

Daring in initiative, courage in 
battle and willingness to endure 
hardship were the assets of the 
New Englanders, and ‘eventually 
they forced the French to sur- 
render. But they were a cunning 
lot. For months after the French 


—-o— 


had given up the French flag was 
kept flying, and twenty rich priz- 
es sailed in unaware that they 
were falling into the hands of the 
enemy from New England. There 
followed months of distress and 
disorder; England did not realize 


the importance of the victory; 
and the colonials were left to 
their own resources. But they 


held Louisbourg. 

Then in 1746 there came the 
news that England had returned 
Louisbourg to France. Was it 
any wonder that New England 
waxed indigant? All the loss of 
their men and the expenditure of 
their meney had been in vain. 
They could do nothing then, but 
years later when the embers of 
discontent blazed into rebellion, 
the people of New England re- 
membered the tragedy and the 
sacrifice of Louisbourg. Many of 
the men who won the battle at 
Bunker Hill were either veterans 
of the Louisbourg campaign or 
their sons, eager to avenge on 
English army the blunder which 
had been committed by British 
diplomacy. Had England held 
Louisbourg in 1748 the whole 
course of American history might 
have been changed.

he representations and promises made to the electors in 1930 
have had five years for fulfillment; and that fulfillment’ has 
heaped loss upon loss, and deflation upon deflation, until home 
values, farm values, earning power for adults, and opportunities 
for the young, have all bgen reduced to zero. 


One great remedial force will be to put the National Railway 
system to work. No one with any regard for truth will ascribe 
our deflation entirely to world conditions, because we have, under 
the influence of wickedly foolish political promises, throttled and 
hamstrung home trade in every possible way. 


We can place Canadian home trade from coast to coast on a 
basis of equality with the best of the national forces of the world, 
by making the cost of coal uniform in every part of Canada 
reached by the Canadian National Railway system. Even the 
German system, at present the most ruthlessly efficient in the 
world, could not give any advantages to its people better than 
those which would be given to the people of Canada by a uniform 
and permanent delivered price for coal on a basis of absolutely 
uniform price in every community. 


Canada has the absolutely proven coal areas, sufficient for 
thousands of years. The entire capital investment. for construct- 
ing the C.N.R,, is a load on the publie—which can be taken care 
of profitably and efficiently by putting the railway to work. 
Thousands of people now hopelessly unemployed would be put 
into steady work at good wages. 


Cutting the cost of coal by one-half would do Canadian pro- 
ducing industries more good than the most sky-high of special 
privilege tariffs; and the reduction in the cost of heating homes 
and buildings is in sober, honest truth a direct reduction in 
taxation, 

Instead of arguing whether crooks can be slowed down more 
effectually by amendments to the criminal code or to the com- 
panies act, there should be a recognition by Parliament that hon- 
est people have troubles urgently in need of remedy. 


It would only be a matter of a week at the outside to pass a 
law empowering the C.N.R. to put into effect a rate of two dollars 
per ton for delivering coal in carload lots to any place in Canada

Different grades of coal are needed for dif- 
ferent uses; and the C.N.R. would have no trouble in exercising 
a fair discretion in delivering a grade of coal most efficient for 
the buyer's needs. 


All that this system needs is a fair trial to enable it to turn 
the railway deficit into a profit. Parliament can make the neces- 
sary provision now; and thereby make the C.N.R. one of the 
greatest and most profitable allies of national prosperity in the 
world. 


A gold strike producing fifty million dollars would excite the 
whole nation into activity. Coal has at least twenty times the 


million dollar railway deficit will be only the initial benefit. All 
that is needed to get going is some common sense. We have tied 
up the money in the C.N.R. already.
